Ir is rather dispiriting when you have paid for a first 
class ticket in a special express train, and as you fancy 
you are rapidly approaching the end of your journey, 
to find yourself, without notice, suddenly shunted off 
into a deserted siding, and ordered to remain quietly 
there until the slow goods’ train may at length 
arrive to pick you up. It is in vain to shout 
to guards, threaten the stokesman, and vituperate 
unprincipled directors. You have been induced 
by extravagant promises to book yourself in 
one of their excursion trains. They have got your 
money and yourself in possession; you are at their 
mercy, and must kill time and digest your chagrin 
as best you may. Such is the pleasant predicament 
of the duped Reformers of England. Nothing would 
suit them but a down-hill, double-quick, treble-pres- 
sure engine on the road to a democratic Utopia. 
Steady and careful conductors were all dismissed, and 
their places were filled by men who offered 
to perform double the journey in half the time. 
With a shriek and a whistle off they went like a 
sky rocket, when all at once, in the midst of their 
joyous anticipations, cold water is slyly put into the 
boiler, the steam is let off, and the “ Go-a-head” is 
quietly backed into the slough of despond. 

Lord Derby's staff did not exactly liketo “shoot” a 
precipice. They preferred a somewhat safer, though 
not quite so rapid, method of progress, with less 
danger of slipping off the rails. They offered a pro- 
gramme containing, as all admit, many advantages, 
and but one or two doubtful clauses. That was not 
the thing at all for your imitators of Kentucky in- 
stitutions. It was quite too slow, cautious, old- 
world, and obsolete. So Lord Derby was dismissed, 
and the Father of Reform was put at the wheel, to 
fizz England over the ruins of the constitution 
in no time. Reform to be of any value, must 
be immediate, root and branch, and thorough. 
No time was necessary for deliberation. For 
was not the road staked off, and the plans ready. 
Lord John had his programme burning in his pocket. 
He exhibited the ends of it, and enumerated its lead- 
ing principles to an admiring House. Mr. Milner 
Gibson rubbed his hands, Mr. Bright smiled, as Mr. 
Gladstone tells us Hector was wont to smile, 
“grimly.” We were off—off and away—when some- 
body wraps a wet blanket round the feverish expec- 
tants, and they are coolly told to wait calmly until 
another session. 

We anticipated this result from our experience of 
Whig procedure. There was an ostentatious promise 
ofimmediate Reform given in 1853 when providentially 
for Lord John Russell the itussian war impede d his 
patriotic intentions. There was really so much to do 
that his Lordship had no leisure to undo. Again in 
1855 the Queen's speech contained a portentous an- 
nouncement of another attempt to remedy the errors 
of Lord John's finality bill. But Lord Palmerston got 
up the Chinese war and a little war with Persia, and to 
these succeeded the Indian mutiny. All these were seized 
as excuses for the non-performance of solemn en- 
gagements. Again aministry is ejected who would 
not move fast enough in the downward road, and suc- 
cessors of the streak-of-lightning school are ap- 
pointed, when with the most inimitable assurance Lord 
John Russell, who has a vested right in the mono- 
poly of Reform, assumes an imperturbable coun- 
tenance and tells the assembled mobocracy of London 
that his famous broad-bottomed measure of Reform 
will probably be propounded to the House—but not 
until next session ! 

What on earth has become of Mr. Bright? where 
is the powerful declaimer who would have been 
a pugilist if he had not been born a Quaker? Are 
his indignant remonstrances to be confined to the 
columns of the Manchester Examiner or the Morn- 
ing Star? Will no protesting voice be raised among 
the unwashed of Bradford, Glasgow, or Birmingham 
against this fresh instance of Whig perfidy and 
Radical subserviency ? For, alas poor human nature! 
Milner Gibson, who volunteered to vouch for 
Mr. Cobden’s sincerity at Bradford, has gone 
bodily over to the dispensers of patronage. 
He too has addressed his constituents, and with 
wonderful art dolorously laments that “ Fiscal 
“reform and material improvement in the condition 
of the people have been interrupted by the alarms 
which prevail in reference to the War in Italy.“ 
Pray, have these “ alarms” arisen only since the ac- 
cession of Lord Palmerston to power? “ Alarms” 
were not considered when Lord Derby was hourly 
assailed by captious querists with reference to his 
reform. Week after week, day after day, the Con- 
servative Ministry were told that “alarms” abroad 
ought not to interfere with Reform at home. Men, 
not measures, is the maxim now. Mr. Gibson has his 
stoolamong the Ministers, and is asphyxiatei by the 
ministerial atmosphere. He is quite contented to wait 
patiently: there is no urgency ; no haste. Nay more, 
he advocates a Reform “ which when it does come, 
will be sound as far as it goes, even though it will not 
accomplish all that reformers may desire.” There is 
an open confession, uttered without a blush of shame. 
Mr. D'Israeli's measure would have added 500,000 
to the constituencies, it would have taken from the 
representation of antiquated towns, and added to that 
of newly created cities. Was not that measure sound 
as far as it went,” even though it did not accomplish 
all that ardent reformers might desire?

The Times on the Battle of Solferino :'— 

The recent battle has been properly named. The 
Austrians write of it as the battle of the Mincio, but this 
is incorrect. The conflict took place on the marrow dis- 
trict which is bounded by the course of the Chiese on 
the West and by that of the Mincio on the East. All 
the places mentioned in the telegrams will be found 
about midway between these two rivers. Great as was 
the force assembled, and enormous as was the amount of 
ground covered, the battle did not reach down to the 
neighbourhood of Mantua, nor extend Southwards be- 
yond half the distance between that fortress and Peschi- 
era. The tide of the battle did not roll parallel with the 
course of either river. In this compaign, which is fought 
in a network of waters, great rivers do not appear to play 
their usual important part ; they are passed and 
they are bridged and forded, they are fortified and aban- 
doned, but they are never seriously defended. The 
Mincio and Sesia submitted to the passage of the invader, 
and even the Po was crossed and recrossed several times 
with impunity. When in their turn the French and 
Sardinians wished to pass the Ticino, the téte de pont at 
Buffalora was discovered to be untenable, and the inva- 
ders of Lombardy marched over almost as unresisted 
as the invaders of Piedmont. After the battle of Magenta 
the Lambro was not an obstacle, the Adda was reached 
only to find broken bridges and dismantled fortresses, 
but no enemy such as once before had defended 
the bridge of Lodi. The Serio and the Mella were 
passed by both hosts, and the Chiese, which had 
been so often and so fiercely defended, was 
swarmed over by the Zouaves as though it had been a 
river of France. ‘Uhis is a novelty in tactics. Perhaps 


it has been discovered that the old masters of the art of 


war were wrong, and that the passage of great rivers is 
not an operation during which an enemy may be taken 
atadvantage. Perhaps this is the new principle of those 
“stategic considerations” which have been developed 
with such marvellous results in this campaign. How- 
ever this may be, it certainly is not the battle of the 
Mincio, or the battle of the Chiese which was fought on 
Friday last, and the Emperor of the French has full title 
to name the victory after the centre of the Austrian 
position, and, if it shall so please him, to create his new 
Marshal Duke of Solferino. 

It is singular that we are indebted to the vanquished 
for all our reliable information as to the circumstances 
of this great battle. Not only is the Austrian bulletin 
the most candid acknowledgment of a defeat ever given 
to the world, but is is also the most satisfactory history 
ofa battle ever put into the same number of words. 
By the light of these seventeen lines of print and a tole- 
rable map one can almost see the situation of the comba- 
tants and the great features of the engagement. The 
ground upon which this battle was fought differs much 
from the spongy plain through which the Austrians had 
been so long retreating, and the French had been so 
long advancing. The southern end of the Lago di Garda 
consists of hills and broken uplands, which have 
always been considered as favourable to defensive opera- 
tions. When the Austsian Emperor changed his tac- 
tics so suddenly that the command to recross the Min- 
cio appeared rather the result of a caprice than a 
deliberate judgment, it was into these uplands that he 
led his army. The village of Pozzolengo, which he 
describes as having been occupied by his right wing, is 
about six miles to the south-west of Peschiera. Solfe- 
rino, which played so important a part in the battle, is 
a little village about six miles to the south-west of 
Pozzolengo, and is situate at the foot of the up- 
lands, and just at the point where they descend 
into the plain. Away to the left across the plain, 
another six miles distant, is that Castel Goffredo 
which we are told was occupied by the Austrian left 
wing. Here we have the line of battle. The three 
places are nearly equidistant, and form a straight front, 
in a south-westerly direction, from the Garda Lake. 
Moreover, the line is as nearly as possible of the length 
which the French Emperor mentioned in his message to 
the Empress. Its right extends over the highlands 
from Pozzolengo to Solferino. Its a EN along the 
plain from Solforino to Castel Go o. Solferino is 
the centre and the key of the position. Behind these 
three points lies a second line of posts marked in the 
despatch, and important in the events of the day. 
Guidezzolo and Cavriana are the villages that afford 
this second line of stations; and Volta, also men- 
tiened in the telegram, it is a town about four 
miles in the rear of that second line of posts, 
and within a very short distance of the western 
bank of the Mincio. We have thus the Austrian 
order of battle and distribution of force perfectly indica- 
ted. What the French positions may have been we can 
only conjecture. They probably formed a line which 
would have Castiglione for its centre. As the Austrians 
say that their left wing advanced beyond Castel Goffredo 
and nearly reached the banks of the Chiese, it is proba- 
ble that the allied force was principally concentrated in 
the higher district which approaches the shores of the 
Garda Lake. The Austrian line seems to have advanced 
in a crescent form, pushing forward its wings from Poz- 
zolengo and Castel Goffredo with great energy and some 
success, and attempting to force forward their centre 
along the slopes of the uplands towards Castiglione. 
Here, however, they were met and defeated ; Solfe- 
rino, “ heroically defended,” was at last carried by the 
French troops. The Austrians had extended their line 
too far even for their immense force. Having thus lost 
the key to their whole position, the Austrian centre 
must have been forced back to the village of Cavriana, 
four miles in the rear. They must again have been dis- 
lodged by the pursuing French and Sardinians, and again 
must have retreated upon Volta, six miles again in the 
rear. Volta is, we believe, an open town, and the Austrian

But, we contend, the Swiss nation is to be made 
responsible for those dastardly and ferocious outrages 
perpetrated wantonly and boastfully in the face of 
Europe. And why not? Helvetia feels a com- 
mon pride in the patriotic exploits of a Wil- 
liam Tell,and even supposing that William Tell never 
lived, except in story, the Swiss people does well to 
cultivate the legend of aheroof its own creation, and to 
revere the memory of so exalted and inspiring an ex- 
ample. But if Switzerland is to be honoured for her 
heroes, she must be content also to be disgraced by the 
prostituted vaiour of her pirates, who lower the noble 
profession of arms toa trade of slaughter, and who in 
the lust of murder and pillage, lay down their lives like 
wolves.

He feels that owing to the increased security 
of our naval defences along our English coasts, it would be 
a hazardous experiment to attempt to land an army on 
British shores ; but he knows full well that Ireland is 
almost wholly unprotected, and, what is more, that he 
would find, should succeed in landing, a large amount of 
Popish disaf&ction to our government and country, 
which would furnish excellent materials wherewith to 
work out his designs. We have reason to believe that 
our government feels very serious apprehensions on this 
point, and that measures will be forthwith adopted to 
put usin a position to repel an invasion on our Irish 
coasts, should it be made. It is high time that this were 
done. It ought to have been done long before now. It 
was deeply criminal on the part of the pr. vious govern- 
ments, both Liberal and Conservative, to have so long 
deft our Irish coasts so entirely unprotected. 


Morning Post upon medical education :—By the 28th 
section of the Medical Act of 1858 a discretionary 
power has been vested in the Medical Council which 
may be the means of keeping the official lists of practi- 
tioners free from the names of felons and notoriously 
disreputable persons. ‘The Council is empowered, but 
not obliged, to direct the register to erase the name of 
any practitioners from the register who “shall be con- 
victed in England or Ireland of any felony or misde- 
meanour, or in “Scotland of any crime or offence, or 
shall, after “due inquiry, be judged by the Council to 
have “ been guilty of infamous conduct in any pro- 
fessional “respect.” Besides the disgrace of being 
removed from the register, the punishment involves a 
loss of some valuable privileges. Under the 31st and 
32nd sections of the Medical Act registered practitioners 
only are entitled to recover charges in courts of law 
for advice, attendance, operations, or for medicine 
which they shall have both prescribed and supplied. 
The 36th section declares that no unregistered person 
shall hold any appointment as a physician, surgeon, or 
other medical officer, either in the naval or military ser- 
vice, or in emigrant or other vessels, or in any hospital, 
infirmary, dispensary, or lying-in-hospital not supported 
wholly by voluntary contributions; or in any lunatic 
asylum, gaol, penitentiary, house of correction, house 
of industry, parochial or union workhouse, parish union 
or other public establishment ; or to any friendly or 
other society for affording mutual relief in sickness 
or old age, or as a medical officer of health. No 
medical cePtificates required by any Act ef Parlia- 
ment are henceforth to be valid unless they are 
six ed by persons registered under the Medical Act of 
1858. Erasure from the register, therefore, involves 
posiiive loss and professional degradation. The Medi- 
cal Council, by judiciously carrying out this sentence 
accordirg to its powers will do something towards the 
ethical eievation of the profession; but there is ano- 
ther and a, higher lever by which the Councll can raise 
the social standard of Medical men, and so render the 
profession of medicine more honourable in itself and 
more useful to, as well as more trusted in by, society. 
We allude to the benefits which would flow from en- 
forcing an examination to test competence of candidates 
in the elementary and preliminary branches before they 
were allowed to begin their courses of medical study. 

The public are the chief sufferers from the present 
want of preliminary training in a very considerable 
portion of medical students. It is notorious that hun- 
dreds of young men now go to the medical class-rooms 
and hospitals positively unable to take up the knowledge 
which is there speaking generally, most ably 
before them. They are consequently driven into the 
coaching-rooms of grinders, experienced in so hanging 
the garments of knowledge on the hooks of an em 
lobby as to give to vacuity the air of a well-furnis 
house. The cramming system is the blight of the me- 
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dical profession. The remedy for it is preli 
“education” in the timate acceptation of that 
too commonlo misap term.

THE WAR. 

Ten, Zern Juxx.— The Piedmontese Gazette pub- 
lishes official details of the battle of Solferino, written 
the same evening— 

According to positive information 25,000 Sardinians 
held their ground against 50,000 Austrians, who oc- 
cupied a formidable position, from which they were dis- 
ed by the Sardinians, under the orders of the King. 
The loss of the Piedmontese is stated to be about 1,000 
killed, and same number wounded.— Reuter’s Telegram. 


The Paris correspondent of the Times givesa few de- 
tails respecting the first great battle in Italy. General 
Peil with 35,000 men and two divisions of cavalry, in all 
about 50,000 men, was engaged until 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, when he succeeded in forcing the Austrian 
centre after twelve hours fighting. The Austrians had 
brought up their reserve of 80,000, and the Allies 
theirs, of 50,000. It was a most" critical moment. 
three hours more of general fighting ended to the 
advantage of the Allies. The Zouaves are said to be 
much cut up, and the Ist Chasseurs of Algeria terribly 
treated. 21 generals were wounded and 1 killed. 
14,000 beds have been demanded at Milan for 
use of the wounded. The reason why the 
Austrians crossed the Mincio to fight is attributed 
to the suggestion of the Prince of Prussia, who saw that 
if they gained the battle the intervention of Prussia 
would not be needed-—if the allies followed the Austrians 
across the water, that would alter the question. The 
French government doe not appear alarmed at the mili- 
tary movements in Prussia. 

The garrisons on the eastern frontier have been 
reintorced. 

Marshal Pellisier has made arrangements with rail- 
ways tocnovey 30,000 troops from Paris to Strasburg 
within twelve hours, so that 100,C0) men may be 
assembled on the Rhine within thirty-six hours. 

The Times Correspondent at Paris reports, that a 
project is open for mobilising 100 battalions of the Na- 
tional Guards or reorganising them for garrison duty. 
On the 8th. an Aide-de-camp of the Emperor Alexan- 
der left St. Petersburg for Italy, who is said to be the 
bearer of an autograph letter from the Czar to the Em- 
peror Napoleon.

The American sympathy was in favour of the Italians. 
Mr. Cobden declined to say anything with regard to his 
appointment to the Board of ‘Trade until he had first 
acknowledged Lord Palmerston’s letter offering him 
the position. In allusion to Fiscal and Customs 
Reform, Mr. Cobden was in favour of their complete 
abolition, and of the substitution, at no distant day, of 
a direct tax upon property, and a moderate tax upon 
labour, which, in his opinion, would make the country 
far more prosperous. In reply to a deputation from the 
Peace Society, Mr. Cobden expressed his firm adhesion 
to the principles of peace.

FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT. 
Paris, Moxpay Mornino. 

The tri-colour flags are still waving from the windows 
and house tops of Paris, but we are not yet made ac- 
quainted with the full details of the great battle and 
great victory. Last evening at a late hour the Monitcur 
published a supplementary sheet containing the news of 
the Austrian losses in men, guns, and flags, that General 
Auger had lost an arm, and General, now Field Mar- 
shal, Niel and his division had greatly distiuguished 
themselves. We are as yet left in the dark as to the 
losses on both sides, except that the French despatch 
states, as a matter of course, that the Austrians suffered 
much more severely than they did. The French don’t 
half like the quiet way in which the English, who have 
no more reason to doubt the truth of the Austrian 
despatches than theirs, now look at the battle 
of Magenta, yet it is pretty clear when there was no 
pursuit, and when the French army had to re-organize, 
that the victory however dished up and gilded in a 
despatch, was nothing much to boast of. The battle of 
Cavriana is most likely a second edition of Magenta 
only on a larger scale. An enemy that retires after 
16 hours fighting, or when it is getting dusk, and blows 
up the bridges as he retreats, can certainly lay no claim 
to having won the day, but may still have an army 
neither disorganized nor disheartened. The allies if 
not sustaining an equal loss will have to remain inactive 
for several days, to reorganize and perhaps await 
re-inforcements, before making any attempt on the 
Mincio, behind which the Austrians will doubtless 
make another struggle. I hear that the Empe- 
ror of the French has written to his brother of 
Austria. It is not difficult to guess the subject of the com- 
munication, but it isnot so easy to know what terms the 
haughty Francis Joseph smarting under the hand that 
offers him grace would be likely to accept. If he now 
agrees to give up Italy, the half of which is already 
wrested from him, he will be acknowledging his defeat 
and giving the lie to his despatches. If he refuses to lis- 
ten to the cause of peace, he will lose another moral 
support in Europe, and public opinion, which can take 
po account of personal feeling, and cares little whether 
this or that potentate has to digest his pride or lower his 
pretensions, will set in more strongly than ever against 
the Austrian eagle, who with pinion already sadly shat- 
tered, isalready drooping its yellow crest. There is one 
thing in the last battle, however, which is worthy of 
remark, and that is that it was not the Freuch who made 
the attack. The Austrians having passed the Mincio 
repassed that river; and it is not unlikely that 
this movement was unexpected by the allied 
armv. The following Austrian despatch has been 
received here by way of Berlin from Verona :— 

Verona, 25TH June.—* The day before yesterday the 
right wing of the Austrian army occupied Pozzolengo, 
Solferino, and Cavriana. Yesterday the left wing ad- 
vanced as for as Guidizzoli und Castle-Goffredo, repul- 
sing the enemy. 

“This morning at ten o’clock the entire of the two ar- 
mies met our left wing, having penetrated as far as the 
Chiese. In the afternoon the enemy made a concen- 
trated attack upon Solferino, which was defended with 
heroic courage by our troops, while the right wing on 
its side drove back the Piedmontese. 

“ Nevertheless it was not possible to re-establiish the 
positions in the centre. 

Very heavy losses ; an extraordinary development of 
the enemy’s forces in face of our left wing; a violent 
storm, which just then burst; and lastly a movement 
on the part of the principal corps of the enemy's army 
in the direction of Volta caused a retreat to 
be be decided on, which only commenced at 
a very late hour in the evening. 

The village of Solferino by which name the Austrians 
will most likely call the battle, is situated between Cas- 
teglione and Cavriana.

This answer all the world will 
understand.” This is rather vague, but as the Pays 
assures us that all the world knows all about it, it 
is needless to try and explain what is meant.

Mr. Hamil opened the pleadings. The suit was in- 
stitnted to try the validity of a document purporting to 
be the will and last testament of Mrs. Sarah Clarke, 
who died on the 9th October. 1858. The document 
which is now impeached, was executed on the 
6th Octoher, 1858. By the instrument in question she 
bequeathed to a tenant of hers all her bedding, and to 
a triend of hers named Michael Traynor, her farm of 
Freeduff. The will was impeached by the next of kin, 
on the ground that the testatrix at the time of the 
execution and the document was not of fit and testamen- 
tarv capacity. 

Mr. O'Hagan, QC., stated the plaintiff's case. He 
stated that the property of which the testatrix died 
possessed, consisted of some small farms called 
Tullinawall and Freeduff. The land of Freeduff con- 
sisted of about seven acres, a portion of which was held 
by lease. There were eight acres in Tullinawall, four 
of which were held by lease, and four held by yearly 
tenants. Upon the death of the brother of the testatrix, 
she became entitled to a sum of £1,100, which was 
lodged in a bank, at almost where the several parties 
reside. After the death of her brother, Mr. Hugh 
Clarke, her health was getting bad and having taken 
out administration to her mother, in the month of Sep- 
tember, 1858. in the following month she made the will. 
the subject of the present inquiry. Michael Traynor, 
who derived under the will, was the confidential friend 
of the Clarkes. The testatrix sent for himand told him 
she wished to make a disposition of her property, and 
that she wished to provide for him. She made the will, 
and nominated the Rev. Michael Lamband Patrick Don- 
nelly herexecutors. The will was prepared by a gentleman 
named Dunn, who was present. The will was very 
short, and ran as follows: In the name of God. Amen. 
I, Sarah Clarke, being of sound mind and understanding. 
make this my last will and testament, and bequeath to 
Mary Martin my bed and bedding. and all the lands of 
Freeduff to Michael Traynor.” Those bequests were 
impeached on the ground that the testa rix was not of 
testa:nentary capacity. 

Mr. Patrick D nnelly, one of the exe~utors, was ex- 
amined by Mr. O'llagan, Q.C.. and proved the facts 
detailed in the counsel’s statement. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Sullivan, Q.C.—The testatrix 
was lying in bed when she dictated the will, and when 
she was asked would she put her mark to the document 
she got up ont of bed and said, “thank God her educa- 
tion was sufficiently cared for her to sign it;“ she dic- 
tated the will, save as to the words “it being appointed 
for all mortals to die,” and she repeated the words— 
“ Being sick in body, but of sound and perfect mind ;” 
she repeated those words when they were read to her, 
but she did not dictate them herself ; swears 
positively that at the time she made the will 
she was of sound testamentary capacity; had no 
interest In the will; there was one of her cows left on 
my land after death of testator but the animal was not 
given to me as A present.

MEXICO.

CORONER’S INQUESTS. 

Fatat Accipext.—Dr. Kirwan held an inquest yes- 
terday, at 188, Townsend Street, on the body of Mary 
Cooke Magennis, aged seven. who died from inju- 
ries which she had received by a car having been 
driven over her. The case excited a great deal of 
interest in the neighbourhood. Joseph M‘UCann, the 
driver of the car, was present in custody during the in- 
quisition, and Mr. Fitzgerald appeared for him. Surgeon 
Jameson deposed to the nature of the injuries sustained 
by the deceased ; he said she was brought into hospital 
on Sunday evening ; she was then in a moribund state ; 
he found that her collar boue wasbroken ; the deceased 
died soon afterwards. A post mortem examination was 
held by Surgeon Jameson ; he found a fracture between 
the fitth and sixth cervical vertebre, and that was the 
cause of death. 

The next witness examined was a man named Edw. 
Woods. He stated that he saw the deceased crossing 
the street when the prisoner was driving down; the 
evening was getting dark at the time; he could not 
say that the carman was driving furiously at the time; 
this witness saw the wheel of the car passing over the 
neck of the child; the prisoner immediately pulled up, 
and he brought the child to the hospital; he was quite 
sober at the time, and appeared to be very sorry for the 
transaction; he did not think that any blame could be 
attributed to the prisoner; he could not swear that he 
was on his right side. 

A witness named Catherine Walsh was of opinion 
that the man was driving too quickly. Another witness, 
a Mrs. Eliza Delaney, said she thought the transaction 
could not have been avuided, as there were three cars 
appro.whing at the time, and the deceased ran between 
them. 

‘Lhe jury retired, and after a lengthened absence they 
returned with the following verdict :—* We find that 
the death of the deceased was caused by certain injuries 
received by her by being knocked down by a car driven 
by the prisoner, and we are of opinion that the transac- 
tion was the result of want of proper attention and neg- 
ligence upon his part.” '

At this time the ship was burrt to the water’s 
edge as far as midships, and settling fast by the stern it 
was then deemed advisable to abandon the sinking and 
burning remains of what but afew hours previously was 
a staunch and well-appointed ship. “The few then re- 
maining on board were ordered into the boat, which left 
the ship immediately. but had hardly shoved off when 
the mainmast fell with a fearful crash over the port side 
part of the rigging, falling directly across the boat for- 
tunately without serious injury toany one. ‘The flames 
now reached to the fore top-mast head, completely en- 
veloping the ship. The boat proceeded to the barque, 
where all were kindly received by Captain Connell, his 
officers and crew. The barque was then kept away to 
the eastward, and sliortly after noon not a vestige of the 
Stalwart was to be scen above water. So rapid was the 
progress of the fire that nearly all the personal effects of 
those on board were lost. The cause of the fire was un- 
known. The ship was out from the Bar of Mississippi 
28 days, and there was no communication with that 
part of the ship where the fire was discovered. The 
cargo below deck consisted entirely of cotton, there was 
also a large quantity of specie stowed in the after cabin. 
Everything throughout was conducted with coolness and 
discipline.

INTRODUCTION OF BALLOONS INTO WAR- 
FARE BY THE FRENCH. 
(From the Times correspondent). 

In order to improve all these advantages an expe- 
dient was adopted which is not new indeed, but which 
appears now under quite different circumstances. The 
brothers Goddard, of aeronautic repute, who came out 
some time ago provided with their best apparatus, made 
yesterday in the afternoOn their first experiment at Cas- 
teluedolo. One of them made an ascent ina small bal- 
loon toexplore the position of the enemy beyond the 
Chiese. Having first mounted on the companile to take 
the bearings, and make himself somewhat acquainted 
with the country, he entered his little skiffand went 
up in the air with a regularity which, according to 
those who saw the ascent, showed he was master 
of his eccentric conveyance. He rose to the height of 
from 500 to 700 yards, stopped for a minute or so, and 
then descended again with as much regularity as he had 
shown in ascending. As you remember, under Napoleon 
I. attempts were made to acquire information of the 
enemy's position by these means, but in the then state of 
science acronauts pretend to have succeeded in regulating 
the movements of their baloons with tolerable accuracy, 
and certainly the many successful ascents seem proof of a 
certain proficiency. There will be plenty of oppor- 
tunities to put this to the test, and if the result 
should be satisfactory it will become a _ formi- 
dable weapon n the hand of him who knows how 
to use it best. The greatest difficulty in warfare 
is that you know the movements of your adversary 
only imperfectly, or not at all, for sh ariny is sur- 
surrounded by outposts which hide all that is going on 
behind, and many a general who is blamed as an imbe- 
cile would be juc quite differently if it was known on 
what information of the enemy’s movements he had 
based his plans. Of course, a military genius, who knows 
his adversary well, can, even on imperfect information, 
more or less divine his movemeuts, but in nine cases ont 
of ten the ordinary run of generals make their greatest 
blunders from want of information. What, for instance, 
would not the Austrian General at Mortara have given 
had he been able to peep over the Poand seethose endless 
battalions and squa hurry off thence to the Sesia, or if 
he could have seen them passing this latter river in 
thousands, while the fight at Palestro was guing on ? 
He might have brought up his whole army within 12 
hours and attacked the allies on their march, while, 
perhaps, half of their army was on one and the other 
on the opposite bank of the Sesia. 

“If, then, the experiments of Messrs. Goddard are 
successful the intelligence department of the allied 
armies will have acquired a most fruitful source of 
information. There are, of course, cannon balls, which 
may stop up this source in a second, but artillery has 
now and then considerable difficulties in touching 
bodies that move slowly, or not at all, so there is very 
little chance of its being able to hurt an object flying 
through the air.

Now, gentlemen, you may perhaps, remember that I 
stated tothe electors previously to the last election, that 
if the late administration should be overthrown, I did 
not think any administration would be satisfactory to 
the country that did not contain the representatives of 
the various sections of that general liberal party which 
now for some twenty or thirty years have carried the 
great measures which have signalised that period 
(cheers.) Gentlemen, Lord Palmerston has endeavour- 
ed faithfully to fulfil that task. That there may be in- 
dividual disappointments it was impossible to avoid ; 
but my belief is, that having endeavoured to perform 
that task faithfully, he has presented an administration to 
the country which will have the support of the country, 
and. consequently, the confidence of the House of Com- 
mons. Gentlemen, there are two questions which it will 
become the duty of the present administration to 
consider,—first as to the present state of foreign 
affairs, and being charged with that administration, 
while I feel the difficulty afld the responsibility of, 
the charge, I feel it likewise incumbent upon me not 
to go any length into that matter. I have told you on 
foriner occasions what was the occasion and what, as I 


It was not the ambition of one man, of two men, or of 
three men, but was the grievous misgovernment of 
Italy, which has lasted now for forty years, and which 
the Italian people have at various times endeavoured to 
throw off. Well, gentlemen, I should have been happy 
had that, which I think perfectly possible, been accom- 
plished—had the powers of Italy, together with France 
and Austria, been able to make an amicable arrange- 
ment upon that subject. That was not the case; and 
they are now engaged—those three Powers, Agsira, 
France, and Sardinia—in a bloody and destructive war. 
What we must hope is, that the moderation of the suc- 
cessful party and the wisdom of the defeated party may 
lead in no long time to an honourable and satisfactory 
peace. But our duty, gentlemen, is to continue in that 
path of neutrality which the whole country is deter- 
mined to adopt. But, gentlemen, if there should not 
be that moderation, if there should not be that wis- 
dom of which I have spoken, it is 
to say how far this war may extend, and other 
countries may take part in it. Therefore it behoves 
this country, for her own security, for the defence of 
her own honour, and her own interests, to be prepared 
not to neglect her navy and army, but be prepared for, 
any contingencies that may arise. And I will repeat here 
that which 1 said in the House of Commons, that I shall 
be at all times ready to pay my tribute of applause to 
the late First Lord of the Board of Admiralty, and the 
Board who served with him, for the large increase and 
for the energetic exertions which they have made to put 
the navy into an efiective state (hear, hear) Well, 
gentlemen, such being the state of foreign affairs that, 
which is incumbent upon us, in the first place is vigi- 
lance. We must watch every move that takes place, 
and consider what bearing it may have upon the future. 
And ia the next place, whenever the time may arrive, 
and I hope it may soon arrive, when the belligerents 
may be disposed to terminate this destructive contest, 
it will then be the business of this country to give such 
counsels as may lead to the termination of the war, ho- 
nourable to all parties, and I must say a termination 
which will afford better hopes for the independence and 
liberty of Italy than hitherto it has been able to secure. 
Gentlemen, this is the only explanation I can give 
you with regard to our foreign policy. With 
regard to domestic policy, we shall have to consider 
though not in the present session, the great question of, 
the amendment of the representation of the people in 
parliament. I have always told you that in my opinion 
an extension of the franchise by the admission of greater 
numbers of the people into the franchise would strengthen 
the institutions of the country 1 placing them upon a 
broader and safer foundation. How far that extension 
would go, in what degree representation should be trans- 
ferred from smaller places to larger constituencies,— 
that must be a subject of anxious deliberation in the 
Cabinet. I believe they will consider that question 
fairly, and I trust that the measure they will propose 
will be satisfactory to the country. I cannot at the 
present time enter into any further development of ‘the 
policy of the government. In a very few days that 
overnment will stand before the House of Commons, 
trust that their merits will be sufficient to sustain them 
in the eyes of the people, the house, and sthe country. 
So long as they deserve confidence, I hope they will 
receive support. Í ask for nothing more for the govern- 
ment of which I am a member, and I have only again to 
return thanks to you for the confidence you have placed 
in me, a confidence I trust I shall not forfeit on this, as 
I have not done on previous eceasions (loud cheers).

The Queen v. Marshall and Others—The Sale of Army 
Commissions. 

This was an indictment against the defendants Thos. 

Rolt Marshall, Edward Henry Mortimer, and Henry 

imus Eicke, at the instance of the Duke of Cam- 

for the alleged sale of cotmmissions in the 

army. 2 and Mortimer pleaded guilty, Marshall 
not . 

Sir Fisaroy Kelly, Mr. Edwin James, and Mr. Clarke, 
appeared for tke prosecution ; Mr. Montagu Chambers 
and Mr. Metcalfe for the defendant Marshall. i 

The Attorney General having opened the case in de- 
tail, the facts of which have already appeared, the fol- 
lowing evidence was then adduced :— 

' Henry Britzen, examined by Mr. Edwin James, de- 
that he was a merchant near Bolton-le- Moors, 
hire, and a brother-in-law of Mr. Cunningham. 

In April he was desirous of obtaining a commission in 

the army for him ; he saw a Mr, Pugh, who was intro- 

duced to him by a Mr. Edwards at the British Hotel in 

Cockspur-street, where he was staying. He knew 

nothing of him before that. On the 2nd of May he re- 

ceived a letter from Mr. Marshall. 

Mr. Pugh proved the letter which was read to be in 
Marshall’s handwriting, proposing terms for the pay- 
ment of £400, and enclosing a letter to be filled up to 
the Duke of Cambridge, the £400 to be paid into White's 
banking-house in the Haymarket, in Mr. Britzen’s 
name, and to be paid on Mr. Cunningham being ga- 
zetted, and stating that the examination could be taken 
early in June. 

Mr. Britzen continued— After that letter on the 6th 
July he wrote aletter agreeing to the proposal in re- 
ference to the commission, which was afterwards ob- 
tained. First saw Mr. Marshall at his warehouse in 
Jermyn-street. Told him he had called in con- 
nection with the Commission; and in conversation 
it was proposed to send to Mr. Armstrong’s, but he 
Was not to be seen. Witness said he was staying at 
the Quven’s Hotel in Cork-strect, and he would see 
him there. A person called at the hotel and represented 
he was Mr. Armstrong. Had since ascertained his name 
was Eicke; he produced the formal application. Witness 
had sent to Mr. Marshall. He said it was not properly filled 
up, and suggested witness should re-write it, and accord- 
ingly wrote a rough copy. Eicke made some sugges- 
tions about the form, and one was that a cer- 
tificate of birth of Mr. Cunningham should be ob- 
tained, Mr. Cunningham having been born in India 
Mr. Eicke proposed that the certificate should be obtained 
from the India House, A letter was written to the Duke 
of Cambridge, explaining the nature of his relative's (Mr. 
Cunningham's desire to enter the army. At the inter- 
view Mr. Eicke said it would be necessary to support 
the certificate by an affidavit. On Eicke leaving, wit- 
ness said the money is all right, it is in White's bank.

the value being about £1,800 yearly—one-fourth of the 
revenues of the chapter. The separate additional income 
of the Chancellor was £270. In conjunction with the 
chancellorship, Mr. VPretyman was also Prebend of 
Stoke-upon-Trent, the income being included in that 
pertaining to the office of Chancellor, with, as a 
pendant, the patronage of the vicarage of Stoke, 
value £402 yearly, and the impropriatorship of the great 
tithes. He was also prebend of Bigleswade, in Lincoln 
Cathedral, value £44 per annum, with the patronage of 
the vicarage of Biggleswade, value £300 yearly, and the 
impropriatorship of the great tithes. In 1814 his father 
also presented him to the rectory of Wheatampstead, 
with the curacy of Harpenden, Herefordshire, value 
£1,356 yearly, and in 1817 his father further presented 
him with the rectory of Chalfont St. Giles, Bucks, value 
£615 yearly ; and to the large income from these several 
seurces was added, in 1825, £913 more as canon Or pre- 
bendary in Winchester Cuthedral. The deceased had 
the two rectory residences and also “ assi houses” 
at Lincoln and Winchester. At cach he resided three 
months in the year. His father as patron of the institution 
conferred upon him the valuable sinecure of chaplain of St. 
Leonard's Hospital at Newark, the revenues being derived 
from 360 acres of land in various parishes, and 40 houses 
in Newark. Three alms people, who dwelt in the hos- 
pital, received £13 8s, yearly, with a coat, waistcoat, 
and a supply of coals; the surplus which fell to the 
chaplain, who never resided, ‘ one of the poor men being 
nominally the chaplain,” must have been considerable. 
The Bishop died immensely rich, and the Chancellor, 
who inherited the parental thriftiness, has for years been 
the Cresus of Lincoln. He married, in 1812, into an 
Essex family named Tower, and the issue was nine chil- 
dren. The Precentor, the next younger brother of the 
deceased, has, besides the precentorship, the prebend of 
Kilsby, the prebend of Langford Ecclesie; the rectory 


of Middleton Stoney, Oxfordshire; the rectory of Walgrave 
Northamptonsfffre, and the rectory of Wroughton, Wilt- 
shire. Of these three valuable preferments the 


Precentor made no return whatsoever, so that with re- 
spect to the precise incomes they yield we are in the 
dark. The Precentor is patron of the rectory of Kilaby, 
Northamptonshire, value £150, and im iator of the 
great tithes; he is also patron of the five perpetual 
curacies in Lincoln, of St. Margaret, with St Peter in 
Eastgate (this alternately with the prebend of Heydor), 
St. Mark, St. Michael, St. Peter at Gowts,, and St. 
Swithin’s. The Chancellor shared, and the Precentor 
shared, with the rest of the chapter of the eathedral, in 
the right of presentation to twenty-one vicarages, five 
rectorics, and two perpetual curacies. The Precentor 
also held the office of chaplain warden of the Mere Hos- 
pital, which has been the subject of Chancery proceed- 
ings. The Rev. F. Cumming, of on, was 
warden in 1812, and the tenant was a Mr. Manby;

Had not 
applied to any other army agents than Armstrong and 
Co. Understood that Mr. Pagh was acting for Arm- 
strong and Co. ; was introduced to Pugh by Mr. Ed- 
wards, of Princes-street, who was his tailor, Witness 
knew that Edwards knew something about the mode of 
proceeding, and he referred witness to Pugh, and his 
(witness’s) impression was that Pugh said he was going 
out of town, and his brother-in-law. Mr. Marshall, would 
write tohim. Pugh then did not mention Armstrong 
and Co.; he said they were officers in her Majesty's 
service, and witness should be introduced to them.

M. Juciven IN Trovusie.—ZJullien, the well known 
chef d’orcestre of London, having come to Paris in 
May last, was arrested for the non-payment of a bill 
of exchange given to a M. Chapelle; but, in order to 
obtain his release from Prison, he had himself de. 
clared a bankrupt. On Thursday, M. Delepierre, who 
holds the bill of exchange, and had opposed his dis. 
charge, applied to the Tribunal of Commerce to order 
the declaration of bankruptcy to be set aside, on the 
ground that M. Jullien had been naturalised an English- 
man, and could not therefore enjoy the privileges of a 
Frenchman in a case of bankruptcy. The tribunal
